THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salisbury, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs, 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
town, on Tuesday. the fourteenth (14th) day of March 
next, at nime of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repairs of its highways and 
bridges. 

4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for permanent improvements of its 
highways under Chapter 35, Laws of 1905. 

5. To see if the town will vote that the public necessity 
demands the discontinuance af the Stevens* cemetery, so 
called, and the cemetery at McAlister’s Farm, heretofore 
maintained and belonging to the town. 

6. To see if the town will establish and provide, within 
its limits, a mew cemetery for the interment of deceased 
persons subject to such regulations as the town may, from 
time to time, establish and to loeate the same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
Stevens’ cemetery, so called, and the cemetery at MeAl- 
ister’s Farm.

Statement Relating to State Aid for Highways in Town of 
Salisbury, N. H.: 


Under Chapter 29 of the Laws of 1899, towns are re- 
quired to raise one-fourth of one per cent of their valua- 
tion for the maintenance of roads, provided, however, that 
no town is required to raise an amount exceeding 
$50 per mile of road. The valuation of the towns for 
1910, and the actual mileage of reads in each town eannot 
be definitely stated at this date, hence the amounts op- 
posite ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘C’’ below are approximate only. 

Subject to the above statement, the following amounts 
relate to the above-named town: 


A. Amount required to be raised under the 

law of 1899, one-fourth of one per cent, $676 85 
B. Additional amount if town applies for 

state aid, 135 00 


C. Total minimum amount required to be 
raised for highway purposes if town 
applies for state aid, $811 85 


If no appheation for state aid is made in 1910, the town 
is required under Section 3 of Chapter 35, Laws of 1905, 
to set apart and expend for permanent improvement the 
sum of $270.00. 

If the town does apply for state aid under the anon 
mentioned law of 1905, a joint fund for the town is formed, 
the items of which are as follows: 


Set apart by foun under Section 3, $270 00 
Set apart by town under Section 4, . 135 00 
Apportioned by state under Section 5, 243 00 

Total joint fund raised in 1910, $648 00
